closely cropped black hair, shaggy

give him a Semitic look, though he 
is in reality a Protestant. His 
whole physical appearance is 
essentially Oriental. Year in, 
year out he wears the same kind 
of loose, ill-fitting black suit, while 
“syrmounting the large, square 
hend in winter and summer is. 
fearsome -biack,, hard, . felt hat. 
“Yet,” Mr. Marcosson said, ‘the 
moment’ you come into his pre- 
sence you feel the inherent power 
and dogged purpose’ ‘that’ have 
carried him so far, Those tired 
eyes gleam with alertness or 
glitter with resentment. The 
old-clo’' man is suddenly trans- 
formed into a. pillar of strength.” 
Stinnes enlisted ‘for his. service a 
group of former.. Intelligence 
officers of the German Army, 
silent, imperturbable, coldly: 
efficient men, among whom he was 
referred to as “The Principal.” 
His actual name was never men- 
tioned in speech or correspon- 
dence. It .was part of » the 
atmosphere of mystery that sur- 
rounded the organisation, Hugo,’ 
the eldest of Stinnes’s four sons, 
who inherits much of his father’s 
acumen, was required to attend 
every important conference that 
his parent. held. When Hugo 
was not available, the second 
son, ‘Eugen, attending college 
in Berlin, was called in. 
Stinnes ‘did this on the theory 
that if he should die suddenly 
gome, member’ of his. family 
should know what was going on 
and be qualified’ to step into the 
breach. His foresight has been 
justified sooner possibly than he 
bargained for! ” ‘

Hugo Stinnes is dead. 

[Stinnes was the wealthiest and 
most influential man in Germany. 
Ih 1897 his father, a mineowner, 
left him a fortune of nine million 
gold marks (£450,000). His own 
fortune just before the war is suid 
to have been about 40 millions, of 
gold marks, . His fortune at the 
present day was estimated at more 
than a thousand millions of paper 
marks. In"the war Stinnes was: 
the chief. contractor for’: war 
material, especially. iron and steel.} 


“He is far more powerful than 
the Kaiser ever was.” That is 
what the Manchester’ Guardian's 
Berlin correspondent said of Herr 
Hugo Stinnes. As Dr. Walter 
Rathenau .the new  Germait 
Foreign Minister, is accounted the 
most able, so Herr Stinnes was 
reputed: to be the wealthiest 
and most influential man in 
Germany. His fortune was 
estimated at, more than a thousand 
millions of marks, He was the 
chief contractor for war material 
in the war and since 1917 he had 
been busy buying up  news- 
papers, of which he owned 
sixty. Slowly he had become 
the . controlling ‘power’ in the 
German People’s Party and since 
the peace he had been considered 
as the leading spirit inthe German 
political situation. .
